Voyageurs Defend Their Turf

On Friday, January 1 8th, on 
Laurentian home turf, the Laurentian 
Voyageurs basketball team came out 
on top of what was a very intense 
game against the Ottawa Gee Gees. 
With a final score of 70-65, the 
Voyageurs improved their record to 



7-5 and had built themselves a 4 
game winning streak. Plagued by 
poor field goal shooting in the first 
half, the Voyageurs struggled to hold 
the lead until the final minutes of the 
half. After handing over the score- 
board with three and a half minutes 
to go, the Voyageurs finally awak- 
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ened to take the halftime 35-29 score. 

The second half of the game 
was very close all the way through. 
The Voyageurs' victory was secured 
only late in the second half, after a 
time-out with a scarce 61-58 lead. 
This break sparked focus and new 
intensity. In the last four minutes of 
the game, the Voyageurs managed to 
chip away and build up to the 70-65 
final. 

The overall high scorer this 
evening was Voyageur Jermaine 
Pendley who managed an impressive 
22 points with 8 rebounds. Voyageur 
Dwayne Burton followed with 13 
points and 9 rebounds. Gee Gees' Jeff 
Armstrong and Jeff Dallin each net- 
ted 1 1 points. 

Voyageur Coach, Virgil Hill 
reinforced that it was a must win 
game as Ottawa was ranked right 
behind the Voyageurs in the 
standings. He went on to add that 
the Gee Gees did a good job with 
pressure defence in taking the 
Voyageurs out of what they wanted 
to run. Finally, Virgil was impressed 
that, in the end, his team dug their 
heels in and made the necessary shots 
and stops when needed. 

The next night, still on home 
court, the Laurentian Voyageurs win- 



ning streak ended at 4 games. The 
defeat came after a tough 93-76 bat- 
tle with the Carleton University 
Ravens. 

The home team came out well 
prepared and determined to upset 
Canada's third ranked team, but were 
unable to limit the many quality scor- 
ing opportunities that were presented 
to the visitors. Carleton seemed 
unstoppable from behind the 3-point 
line in the first half as they took a 
46-39 lead into the break. The 
Ravens' experienced veterans led the 
way as the game wore on, not allow- 
ing Laurentian to ever threaten their 
lead, improving to 11-1 on the sea- 
son. Raven veterans Jafeth Maseruka 
and Robert Smart each had 1 7 points 
to lead the club in scoring. 3rd year 
guard, Chris Tilley, had 18 points to 
lead the home side.The loss drops the 
Voyageurs' record to 7-6. 

Head coach Virgil Hill was 
disappointed with the outcome stat- 
ing "they're a good team and tonight 
it showed why they are ranked #3 in 
the country. At times we can play 
with them, however their depth made 
it difficult over the course of the 40 
minutes. The game was very physi- 
cal but my guys didn't back down and 
played hard all night". 



The following weekend, in 
London, the Voyageurs Men's Bas- 
ketball team were unable to come out 
on top against the Western Mustangs. 
The Mustangs, who are ranked as the 
number two team in Canada, ended 
the first half ahead with a 40-27 score 
and finished the game with a winning 
score of 83-63. 

The name of the game this 
time was was turnovers as the 
Voyageurs turned the ball over 19 
times, which gained Western 19 
points. Voyageur top scorers were 
Patrick Brandt with 12 points and 
Jermaine Glenn who managed 9 
points in 9 minutes. The Voyageurs 
shot 44% from the field, 20% from 
the three, and a dismal 58% from the 
free-throw line. Altogether the game 
was very well played by Laurentian 
effort wise, however they just needed 
to work on their concentration. In 
the end, their own mistakes cost them 
the game. 

With this victory the Mus- 
tangs continue to lead the OUA West 
Division and they now boast an eight 
game winning streak and hold a 13- 
1 record. This loss leaves the 
Voyageurs' record at 7-7 with fourth 
spot in the OUA East Division.

This section is something 
that most non-wrestling fans would 
be surprised by. Book Marks is an 
online Book Club started by Lance 
in which he chooses a book for his 
fans to read each month, then he and 
the fans discuss it in a special com- 
mentary section. Both Lance and the 
fans get to leave their thoughts and 
views of the book and read what oth- 
ers thought of the same novel. 

When Book Marks started, it 
seemed like Lance did not expect too 
many people to join up, but after the 
end of the first month his website was 
flooded by reviews and opinions of 
the novel. Now in it's third month, 
Lance has even had online polls as 
to which book the fans would like to 
read next.

Initially, this space was going 
to be taken up by a well thought-out 
intro, complete with your standard 
"inverse pyramid" style of gradually 
focusing towards presenting the 
reader with the topic, which in this 
case is the new Nine Inch Nails Live 
DVD, entitled And All That Could 
Have Been. Instead, I'm just going 
to be as up-front about this as I pos- 
sibly can: this DVD not only kicks 
my ass, but it also kicks your ass, the 
ass of the person sitting next to you, 
and that person's best friend's ass. 
Okay, now that I've got that out of 
the way, let me explain to you how 
exactly it is that a band that relies 
upon electronica and editing tricks to 
give them part of their unique sound 
can possibly produce a live DVD 
experience that easily rivals the best 
of them. 

Now, when I first heard of this 
DVD, I wondered how NIN would 
be able to pull it off. After all, studio 
remixes and editing and whatnot 
make up a large chunk of their sound, 
which is something that you would 
figure to be tough to pull off live. As 
a longtime fan, I was both doubtful 
and nervous. Once the show fired 
up, however, all concerns were put 
to rest, as it seems that Reznor and 
Co. simply decided to tear some of 
their tools out of the studio and slap 
them onstage, accompanied by the 
standard run of drums and guitars. 
The end result is a sound that comes 
off just as good as — and in some 
cases, even better than — the album 
material. It's so good that the noto- 
riously stingy Reznor has even de- 
cided to release the live renditions on 
CD, which I suggest you pick up if 
you can't get your hands on this 
DVD. 

Now, considering NIN's 
reputation for being a pack of weir- 
dos, you might imagine the live ex- 
perience to be something along the 
lines of Pink Floyd: bizarre, over- 
the-top and just flat-out insane. Sur- 
prisingly enough, NIN decided to go 
with a kind of atmospheric 
minimalism here, with no real stage 
accessories beyond the band's ratty, 
freakshow costuming, the lights, and 
the three colossal monitors that ap- 
pear every so often behind the crew. 
Thankfully, unlike some other bands, 
NIN only makes use of these moni- 
tors once in a rare while, using them 
to enhance certain songs, such as the 
beautifully lyrical and instrumental 
La Mer, instead of relying on them 
to carry the show. Much should also 
be said for the look of the DVD it- 
self, as Reznor went for a much dif- 
ferent look on this one than the usual 
"concert experience". Putting crane 
shots and standard static camerawork 
aside, he instead opted to use home 
videos cameras in several locations 
around the stage and crowd through- 
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out their entire award-winning Fra- 
gility 2.0 tour, and then mix, edit, and 
compile the reams of footage him- 
self. The end result is the most sin- 
cere, "you are there" feeling you'll 
ever come across on DVD. U2, eat 
your slobbery heart out. 

The core of the experience 
lies, of course, with the band's 
frontman, Trent Reznor. His sheer 
intensity and focus kick right in at 
the very beginning of the show and 
don't let up right up until the abso- 
lute end; this is no pre-fabricated, 
N*Sync brand faux-enthusiasm here, 
folks. The fact that he can maintain 
this same level of energy throughout 
the course of the entire show is im- 
pressive, as is the selection of song 
performances that he's picked to toss 
onto this DVD. No less than 1 8 (or 
20, if you track down the Easter 
Eggs) of the band's best pieces of 
music appear here, spanning the 
range of their entire musical career, 
ranging from items like Terrible Lie 
and Head Like a Hole from the early 
Pretty Hate Machine, March of the 
Pigs and the classic Closer from The 
Downward Spiral, and even The 
Great Below, and Starfuckers, Inc. 
from their latest. The Fragile. 

Some would argue that this 
terrific 18-song, nearly two-hour 
show didn't really have to be spread 
over two discs, considering that the 
features don't extend much past a 
huge still gallery and some alterna- 
tive camera shots. When you take 
into consideration the terrific Disc 2 
Easter Egg, you can forgive the slight 
inconvenience. If you press 7 on 
Disc 2 at about 11:20, you'll be 
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brought to a menu entitled Below the 
Surface, which gives you access to a 
live performance of The Downward 
Spiral's Reptile, the live audio track 
to The Day The Whole World Went 
Away spliced into the original video, 
as well as a handful of NIN TV ads. 
What's of particular interest to fans, 
however, is the clip of a special guest 
joining Reznor onstage during the 
Madison Square Garden perform- 
ance of Starfuckers, Inc., which has 
long been understood to be about 
Marilyn Man son's betrayal of the 
NIN frontman and former mentor. 
That guest is no one other than 
Manson himself, who comes in for 
the last minute of the song, and then 
breaks into The Beautiful People in 
its entirety while the band backs him 
up — and let me tell you, it's bizarre 
seeing Reznor back anyone up on 
lead guitar, let alone his traitorous 
former student. It truly is just one of 
those classic moments that has to be 
seen to be believed. 

Spread over two DVDs, And 
All That Could Have Been is an 
absolute must-have for anyone who's 
even the slightest bit of a Nine Inch 
Nails fan. As a musical revisitation 
of NIN's best work, it's terrific; as a 
live concert experience, it's flat-out 
amazing. Consider it a live version 
of "Nine Inch Nails' Greatest Hits", 
or even a way to take a look at what 
Rolling Stone magazine called the 
Best Tour of 2000 without having to 
worry about being moshed into a 
pulp. Either way, it's one of the best 
musical experiences available on 
DVD today, and a definite classic in 
its own right.

You may not have a clue of 
who John Mayer is, but after one 
listen I'm sure it's a name you won't 
soon forget. In the tradition of going 
away to college and indulging your- 
self in music that can only be born 
and bread in such an atmosphere, I 
give you a Room For Squares. 

Hailing from Atlanta, the 23- 
year-old prodigy has time on his side. 
With the release of his first major al- 
bum Room For Squares, he is thrust 
into cult stardom while being raised 
in the same time frame as you and I. 
Hopefully fast tracking the path taken 
by the most prolific artist of this 
genre, Dave Matthews, Mayer may 
reach his status by the age of 25. 
Comparisons to Dave Matthews do 
not end there, both fall into the genre, 
which Dave created and could be 
loosely described as College Folk 
Rock. The most blatantly obvious 
comparison is found not only in the 
actual sound of their voices, but also 
in the style which both sing. This 
style beckons the listener, like an 
older brother bestowing life informa- 
tion to his younger sibling, to be as 
attentive as possible. 

Much like the early years of 
Dave Matthews, mainstream success 
has so far eluded Mayer. Finding this 
CD in Sudbury is impossible, and 
could probably only be ordered at 
somewhere like Records on Wheels.
